S.0.617(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by clause 8 of the Jute (Licensing & Control) Order, 1961, 
read with the notification of the Government of India in the lato Ministry of Commerce (Deptt. of Foreign Trade) 
No. S.O. 517 (F.) dated, the 25th September, 1973, the Deputy Jute Commissioner hereby fixes, wiih immediate 
effect, the prices mentioned in the Schedule appended to this notification as the minimum prices at which jute and 
mesta of different varieties and grades specified in the said Schedule shall be purchased or sold in Calcutta during 
the season ending with June, 1981. 

Explanation : 

(i) The prices mentioned in the Schedule appended to this notification shall be applicable to contracts which 
provide for the payment of price of goods either immediately or within a period not exceeding eleven days from the 
date of the contracts and in respqpt of contracts stipulating payment of the price or goods beyond eleven days, interest 
at the rate of 17.5 per cent per annum shall be added to the minimum prices. 

(ii) The prices of jute and mesta of West Bengal origin mentioned in the Schedule appended to this notification 
shall be exclusive of purchase tax as levied under the relevant law for the time being inforce in the State of West Bengal 
on raw jute.
